jlevel. There is no cause for uneasi- 
ness in the livestock industry. The 
British Government has purchased 
monthly the supplies of Canadian ba-

Farmers and breeders should not 
fe to breed every good draft mare 
available this year, and they should be

lureeds that produce these desirable 
| qualities with greatest uniformity may 
be listed in the following order: Per- 
cherons, Belgians and Clydesdales.
